MSA is well along with a 
Creative Financing information 
model exploring rehabilitation 
investment tax credits applied to 
the economic Recovery Tax Act 
of 1981 and the Tax Equality and 
Fiscal Responsibility Act of 1982. 
Incentives to finance refurbishing 
existing buildings with tax credits 
dollars and building depreciation 
loss to taxpayers are the basis of 
these Acts. Since the concepts 
were relatively new, MSA con- 
sidered exploring their applica- 
tions to a point where the 
resulting information would be 
available and presentable to our 
membership. This information 
would serve as a tool for many 
of us in promoting rehabilitation 
projects for ourselves as 
developers or help our clients as 
investors in projects requiring 
our services. 

We have engaged consultants 
in the real estate development 
and legal fields for input financed 
by MSA Professional Develop- 
ment Activities budget. The 
results would be a Case Study 
application and demonstration at 
our Grand Rapids Convention in 
October. We have requested a 
time slot during the Convention 
for this Creative Financing Pro- 
gram. The Case Study will be ap- 
plied to our Beaubien House as 
a relevant and practical example 
of what is possible for both 
building and investors. MSA 
Director Dennis Haugen is work- 
ing in cooperation with our 
Michigan Architectural Founda- 
tion Beaubien House planning 
group and architects keeping 
abreast with planning concepts 
as input to the Case Study 
model; however, the Case Study 
investigation does not interfere 
with the Beaubien House 
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Remodeling efforts by the Plan- 
ning Committee and Osler/Mill- 
ing Associates for the first stage 
building front restoration. 

A MSA presentation of our 
Creative Financing Case Study 
will be made by one of the con- 
sultants assisting in our program. 
Look for an interim report on this 
subject before the convention.

A new Regional Director to 
succeed John Jickling, FAIA, will 
be selected by the Society to 
serve for a three-year term. Ac- 
cording to the MSA Bylaws, the 
procedure is as follows: 


ARTICLE 9, 
REGIONAL DIRECTOR 
Section 1. Functions of the 
Regional Director 

In accordance with The In- 
stitute Bylaws, a director shall be 
elected from the Michigan Re- 
gion and shall represent the 
members ofthe Michigan Region 
on the Board of Directors of The 
Institute. In addition to the duties 
prescribed The Institute Bylaws, 
the Regional Director shall be a 
member of the Board of Direc- 
tors ofthe Society and Executive 
Committee of the Board, and 
shall perform all duties required 
of him by these Bylaws. 


Section 2. Nomination and 
Election of Regional Director 
The Regional Director shall call 
a convocation of delegates to 
nominate his successor. This 
convocation shall be held not 
less than six months prior to the 


Official Publication ‚of 
expiration of the retiring Direc- 
tor's term of office. The delegates 
shall consist of the President of 
the Society and the presidents of 
all Chapters. the President ofthe 
Society shall preside at the con- 
vocation. The delegates shall 
nominate one or more members 
of the Society as Regional Direc- 
tor. These names shall be placed 
in nomination at any meeting of 
the Society held not less than 30 
days after said convocation and 
not less than 45 days prior to the 
expiration of the retiring direc- 
tor's term of office; additional 
nominations may be made from 
the floor. The qualifications and 
platform of each nominee shall 
be presented to the membership 
at the meeting. The members 
shall then elect, by secret ballot, 
a Regional Director. The Sec- 
retary shall send the name of the 
newly elected Regional Director 
to The Institute. 


Section 3. Term of Office of 
Regional Director 

The Regional Director shall 
take office upon the adjourn- 
ment of the annual meeting of 
the Board of Directors of The In- 
stitute next following his elec- 
tion. His term of office shall be 
for three years, except as other- 
wise prescribed by The Institute 
Bylaws. 

On Friday, June 24, 1983, a 
convocation shall be held con- 
sisting of the President of the 
Society and the presidents of all 
the Chapters. This meeting will 
be held in the Northern 
Michigan Chapter area. Details 
on time and location will follow 
in the June Newsletter. The 
nominations for the Regional 
Directorship will be held on Fri- 
day, August 5, 1983, at the 
Business Meeting of the Society's 
MSA Annual Convention in 
Grand Rapids. 
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JICKLING RUNS 
FOR V.P. 


John J. Jickling, FAIA, Regional 
Director for Michigan on the AIA 
Board of Directors, has announc- 
ed his candidacy for a Vice- 
Presidency of National AIA. He 
is currently serving on the Ex- 
ecutive Committee of the AIA 
Service Corporation and on the 
Secretary's Advisory Committee. 

Jickling has served on the 
Component Affairs Commission 
and the Communications Com- 
mission. He has been active at 
the state and local levels having 
been President, Vice-President 
and Treasurer of both the Detroit 
Chapter and the Michigan Socie- 
ty of Architects. 

A graduate ofthe University of 
Michigan, he is a founding prin- 
cipal of the 23-year-old firm of 
Jickling Lyman & Powell 
Associates in Birmingham. 

John’s statement of philosophy 
as part of his campaign is, “The 
importance of the architectural 
profession is ever increasing in its 
service to society.

COPOL UPDATE 


The Commission on Profes- 
sional and Occupational Licen- 
sure has been put in ‘hiberna- 
tion’ by the new Director of the 
Department, Elizabeth Howe. 
Budget cuts in the entire depart- 
ment mandated the temporary 
suspension of the Commission 
activities as well as cutbacks and 
elimination of programs and ac- 
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tivities and voluntary relinquish- 
ment of per diem and travel ex- 
penses by appointed members of 
the existing board. The recom- 
mendation to sunset some 
boards made by COPOL in the 
first review group has been 
adopted by the Governor as part 
of the overall state budget cuts. 

The registration boards for Ar- 
chitects, Professional Engineers 
and Land Surveyors as provided 
by P.A. 299 is mid-way through 
the review process by the com- 
mission and will be among the 
first to be considered when the 
commission comes out of ‘hiber- 
nation.’ The commission 
members will remain the same. 

Walter Anderson, PE, is the 
chair for the commission elected 
at the March meeting to serve for 
one year. The commission elects 
the chair and the vice-chair from 
within the appointed group. The 
appointments are made by the 
Governor at the recommenda- 
tion of the Head of the 
Department.

RESOLUTION OF 
THE MICHIGAN 
BOARD OF 
ARCHITECTS 


RESOLVED THAT in the wake 
of several design failures in this 
State and throughout the coun- 
try over the past two years, the 
Michigan Board of Architects 
wishes to make clear its unswerv- 
ing commitment to the necessi- 
ty for both technical and 
aesthetic design competence on 
the part of all Michigan licensed 
architects. The Board wishes to 


point out that the duty of a 
licensed architect is not only to 
the immediate client but also to 
the public who are the ultimate 
consumers of professional skills. 
As a result, the Board wishes to 
emphasize that an architect has 
a duty to exercise professional 
skills which do not compromise 
the public safety despite the im- 
mediate wishes of any im- 
mediate client. An architect has 
a duty to work with all design 
professionals involved in a proj- 
ect including engineers, land- 
scape architects, contractors and 
others in order to properly pro- 
tect the lives and property of the 
ultimate consuming public. In 
the future, as in the past, the 
Board will not accept as an ex- 
cuse for lack of acceptable pro- 
fessional standards any action on 
the part of a licensed architect 
which does not recognize that a 
licensed architect's highest duty 
is to the people who will use the 
structures which are designed 
and which the client builds.

TIGER STADIUM 


A recent April 5th, Detroit 
News article by architect critic, 
Robers Benson, revealed that the 
present construction on Tiger 
Stadium in Detroit has been in- 
itiated without recognizing the 
proper procedure utilizing the 
required services of architects 
and engineers. 

Construction managers for the 
project have been hired by the 
City of Detroit for the exterior 
renovation on a “design and 
build” basis. Mr. Benson, in his 
article, states that: 

The essence of the ‘‘design- 
build” concept is the elimination 
of the architect as principal 
designer and agent for the 
owner. Turner Construction put 


together a loose outline of 
specifications for the work to be 
done and then let subcontractors 
do the physical design work. But 
since building permits can be 
issued only when working draw- 
ings bear the seal of a registered 
architect, subcontractors must 
then farm their work out to 
registered architects or 
engineers. In other words, the 
construction manager becomes 
a business broker with only a 
schematic plan for what the final 
building will look like. 

MSA and the Detroit Chapter 
are pursuing an explanation from 
Turner Construction Co. and the 
City of Detroit investigting if a 
precedent is being set by the ac- 
tion taken.
